KALANCHOE CULTURE 


The following are suggestions for the culture of Kalanchoe, both Blossfeldiana and new ‘Tom Thumb”. 


The soil should be a sandy loam; add about 10% leaf mould and a little cow manure. The pH should be about 6.6 
to 7.0; it should be fairly high in phosphorous and potash; low to medium in nitrogen—never high. 


During the Summer, the plants should be kept in full sun either under glass or in outdoor beds. If plunged outdoors 
good drainage is necessary. The Tom Thumb is probably somewhat softer than the Blossfeldiana, but in as much as 
this is naturally a dwarf grower, greenhouse culture during the summer is probably preferable. In the event you 
have unusually hot bright weather, that the plants do not “take” any too well, a temporary light shade might be 
suggested. 

For Christmas flowering shade the plants with black cloth from September Ist to October 10th from 5:00 P.M. to 8:00 
A.M., each day and grow in a 60 degree house. The black cloth treatment is the same as for Chrysanthemums. 

In the event plants are kept outdoors during the summer, they should be housed before frost or any unusual rainy 
spell. The plants should be given full sun; plenty of air is desirable, and for black cloth treated plants a night 
temperature of 60-62 degrees. For untreated plants 50-60 degrees is satisfactory.

HASTENING THE FLOWERING OF ASTERS 


To secure earliness in blooming of ASTERS out of doors it is necessary to illuminate the seedlings with addi- 
tional light. Use 25-watt lamps suspended two feet above the bench and have them lighted from 6 P.M. to 
10 P.M. for at least five weeks before planting, each lamp to cover sixteen square feet of area. The seed is 
normally sown in the middle of March and the additional illumination is started after the seedlings have been 
transplanted. This additional light is continued until the middle of May when the plants are planted out of doors. 





The above treatment will increase the earliness of your crop by two to four weeks. The Early Royal Branching, 
American Branching and Improved Crego varieties will respond very satisfactorily to this treatment.

The only prevention for 
this trouble is to use new field soil from seed flats to finished pot. If you do use old 
chrysanthemum soil be sure to sterilize it. TO BE ON THE SAFE SIDE IT IS RECOM-

Larkspur seed may be sown directly in the open in the fall and will flower the following spring. There are two distinctly different 
methods used and each have a number of successful supporters. The first method is to sow the seed fairly early in the season about 
August 15th to September 15th. The small Larkspur seedlings will be sufficiently large enough when cold weather sets in to winter 
over when given a light mulch. The other method employed is to sow the seed in rows in late October or Early November so that 
it will not germinate until early next spring. This crop of Larkspur will generally come in shortly after Delphinium Belladonna.

Sowing 
the seed in August and benching in October, the first flowers may be 
cut before Christmas if additional light (40-60 watt lamps spaced 5 feet) 
is used. Without this aid the crop will come into flower in January. 
Continuity of bloom may be obtained by successive sowings. The non- 
branching type, which has come into general use, should be planted 
3 inches in the row and 6 inches between rows, producing a single stem. 
The branching types should be planted 8 x 8 inches and topped when 
6 inches tall to produce side shoots of sufficient length. . 

Flowering of stocks only occurs when the temperatures are below 
60 degrees for the greater part of the night. To secure the greatest per- 
centage of doubling the largest and most vigorous plants should be 
selected.
